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DETAILED ACTION 



After Final Amendment 

1 . The amendment after final rejection filed on 01/16/2004 has been entered. 
The previously rejected claims 38-44, 46 and 47 have been cancelled. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 , 8 and 14 are allowed for reciting the limitation of thermal radiator operated by 
applying a pulse sequence to the emitter, whereby each pulse heats up the emitter to a 
target temperature respective of a desired emission wavelength, which is neither 
anticipated nor rendered obvious by any prior art. 

Claims 2-7, 9-13 and 15-37 are also allowed because of their dependencies, 
either directly or indirectly, upon claim 1 , 8 or 14.
